tuberculosis societies in the United 
States has shown over 100 per cent, in- 
crease during the past year; the num- 
ber of sanitoria and hospitals for tu-

tuberculosis societies in the United 
States has shown over 100 per cent, in- 
crease during the past year; the num- 
ber of sanitoria and hospitals for tu- 
berculosis, nearly 30 per

dispensaries and clinics,
